A record of the place of the craftsman and his work in a feudal society not unlike 
that of Early Medieval Europe. It deals not with a period of great attainment in 
“fine” art, but with a ‘‘ great and beautiful scheme of peasant decoration’ based upor 
the traditions of Indian xrt. Much has been written on Indian Arts and Crafts, but never 
before have the Arts and Crafts of a limited area been treated of and illustrated in grea: 
detail. It should be clearly understood that Sinhalese art is an integral part of Indian: 
it possesses this special interest, that it is in many respects of earlier character, and 
more purely Hindu (though actually Buddhist) than any art surviving on the mainland 
so late as the early nineteenth century. Even at the present day, there is much to 
be learnt about Dravidian art from Sinhalese sources; many, indeed, of the Sinhalese 
craftsmen were immigrants from Southern India. All these points are dealt with, and 


extracts given from the Sanskrit technical works (Silpa Sastras), of which the most important 
treats of the proportions of images. To craftsmen and students of sociology, the picture of 
this simple feudal society, wherein the craftsman held so secure and so honourable a position 
will seem like an extract from some far ‘‘ Utopia”; and perhaps it may in some smali 
measure contribute to the solution of the problems of commercialism. But the picture is 
a sad one, for it shows all that was beautiful and simple in a highly civilised and independeni 
community to be now in the last stages of disintegration.

This little collection of voyages—the first book published by 
Richard Hakluyt—was expanded seven years later into a thick folio 
volume, and the result was to make it so rare that only three perfect 
copies are now in existence (two in the British Museum, and one in the | 
Church collection) ; and only six which are not perfect. Of these | 
two only have one map, the others, including this one, having neither 
(they are supplied here in facsimile). Another copy, which had only 
one map in facsimile, was destroyed by fire in 1898. 

“This is the first book in the English language relating to 
territory in what is now the United States. In this, his first book, 
Hakluyt began that long series of works in which he actively 
endeavoured to further the progress of English maritime explorations. 
In his dedication to Sir Philip Sidney, who was deeply interested in 
American colonization, he says: ‘I Marvaile not a little . . . that wee 
of Englande could never have the grace to set fast footing in such 
fertill and temperate places, as are left as yet unpossessed.’ 

“‘The Letters Patent of Henry VII.,dated 5 March, 1495 (1496 n.s.) 
granted unto John Cabot and his three sons for the discovery of new 
and unknown lands, printed in both the original Latin and in English, 
is probably the most important document in the collection, and 
appears here for the first time. Next in importance is the relation of 
Verazzano describing his voyage along the coast of North America; 
in which he was the first who entered the harbor known as New York, 
discovered Block Island, and entered Narrangansett Bay where he 
remained for fourteen days.’—Church Catalogue.

Tierra del Fuego, from its remoteness and sensational interest in history and 
_ geography, has been considered worthy of being accorded a special preface of some 
' thirty pages. 


x The birds and the book itself more particularly are dealt with in the introduction. 


For ornithologists the chief interest will naturally centre in the birds, which, the 
“author states, are, he believes, the most comprehensive collection yet made in the island, 
“including many recorded from there for the first time. Amongst these are a male and 
a female of the very rare and exquisitely beautiful little Magellan Plover (Plucianellus 
syoctabilis), only three other examples of which are known to exist in collections—one of 

these having been obtained by Captain P. P. King, k.N., on the “ Adventure ” and “ Beagle” 
-Sarvey, 1826-1836; another by the “ Astrolabe’ and “ Zélée ” Antarctic Expedition. 


Fine hand-ccloured plates by J. G. Keulemans, realistically drawn in natural pose 
and environment, illustrate those species which the author considers the greatest rarities 
and the most remarkable personalities of the birds of the island. Furthermore, the book
